Those free trade documents Secre­ 
tary Morton has been issuing under 
the title of “ Agricultural Circulars’ 
Are very interesting. 
The circulars are issued ostensibly 
for the information of the farmer con­ 
cerning crop statistics for various 
years. 
In this ease the purpose ia ob­ 
viously to mislead him in regard to 
tariff conditions under the McKinley 
tariff and that which has succeeded it. 
To show the accuracy se well as the 
animus of this document, it is su ffi­ 
cient to quote the figures given con 
cerning exports and imports under the 
McKinley tariff. 
He takes 1893 M a 
McKinley sear, 
although as every

knows,

tional coma*cree was paralyzed 
by 
uncertainly as to 
the action of 
democratic congress, and shows the 
exports to have been $821 ,€30,785,

But he ignores the figures 
for 1892, which are a fair test of the 
operation of the McKinley law, and 
which show the imports for that year 
to have been but 1827,402,462 against 
$1,015,733,011 of exports—a balance 
in favor of the United States to the 
amonnt of HISS,329,549.

several other omissions in the circu­ 
lar which the farmer will do well to 
inform himself about but the one 
quoted is sufficient to show the glar­ 
ing inconsistence of the document.

F lattering reports as to th e condi­ 
tion of th e 1895 tobacco are being 
contriaicted in a m easure by la ter 
tidings. Tobacco th a t w as big enough 
to cut before th e late rains is curing 
very well, b u t m ost of the fields were 
left out u n til afte r th e rains. M oisture 
and w arm w eather brought on a roped 
grow th of fine looking leaf, b u t th ere 
was not tim e enongn to le t it ripen. 
F rost threatened, so th e leaf was out 
w hile full of sap and hurried into th e 
shed. 
M any crops refuse to 
all, b u t m erely dry down green "m y 
shed fu ll is curing ju st th a t way,*' 
said a prom inent grow er today, "a n d 
a lo t of my neighbors are in th e sam e 
fix. 
W herever they got leaf in before 
th e rain it is all rig h t, b u t leaf cut 
afte r th e rain is only half ripe aod 
never can be cured. 
" I don’t have any idea th e dam age 
from green leaf w ill be serious,”^aid 
J.F . W illey of th e Tobacco 
Leaf. 
"M ost of the leaf I have seen has been 
of very fair color.” 
M arket P icking Up. 
In th is w eek’s issue of th e Leaf a 
slig h t im provem ent in the local m ar­ 
k et is reported. T he advent of several 
eastern dealers during th e week ad ­ 
ded some life to local m arket condi­ 
tions.
